2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (column 5, line 25 - column 6, line 6; figures 9, 10): 
a child safety seat for use with a vehicle seat comprising: 

a cradle (72-75, 79) arranged for secure fitting to said vehicle seat , said 
cradle (72-75, 79) having a base part (72-75) and an upright support part (79); 

a turntable (70, 71), rotationally mounted to said base part (72-75) cf said 
cradle (72-75, 79); and 

a seat shell, mounting on said turntable (70, 71) such that the turntable (70, 
71) and said seat shell are rotatable in tandem relative to the cradle (72-75, 79). 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-8, 1 0-20, 22-29, 32-36 

Dependent claims 2-8, 10-20, 22-29, 32-36 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) 
and (3) PCT). 

4 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 9, 21 , 30 

The combination of the features of dependent claim 9, 21 and 30, and of the 
claims dependent from them, is neither known from, nor rendered obvious by, the 
available prior art.
